The ietors are aware, that a special general meeting was held on the 
24th of August last, to take into consideration a letter from Mr. A. F. Kurtz, 
the chief mining officer of the company, during a period of ten years, at the 
company’s mines in Oaxaca, who had shortly before returned from thence 
(his period of service having expired), and had been invited to proceed to 
London, in order to submit to the directors his plans for the future working 
of the mines, and for the future management of the affairs of the company, 
in case it should be decided on continuing the undertaking. 

This letter, dated London, the 3d of August, 1836, together with another, 
dated the 5th of August, 1836, from the late Ambrose Obricini, Esq., (who 
had also, shortly before the meeting, returned from Oaxaca, on the termi- 
nation of his engagement, for a period of five years, as chief commissioner of 
the company in Mexico), were, with the estimates, based on the. scale of 
operations detailed in the said letter, published and circulated amongst the pro- 
prietors, preparatory to the special general meeting before alluded to, con- 
vened for the express purpose of taking the same ixto consideration, and of 

edeciding, whether to abandon the undertaking, or, in the words of Mr. 
Kurtz, in the letter before alluded to, ‘‘to make one last effort to retrieve 
the past, and ensure suceess for the future ;’’ and, in the event of the latter 
alternative being adopted, to vote the necessary funds for the purpose, in 
conformity with the estimates which had been previously circulated amongst 
the proprietors, but of which a corrected statement was submitted to the 
meeting, and afterwards also circulated amongst them. 

The plans thus developed, and the estimates thus submitted, having been 
sanctioned by the proprietors, and the necessary funds having been placed at 
the disposal of the directors, by an unanimous vote of the meeting, the 
directors immediately proceeded to carry the same into effect, by making a 
call on the proprietors, on the 29th of August, of 1/. per share, payable on 
the 28th of September, which having, for the most part, been promptly 
met, enabled the directors to transmit, by the October packet, a letter of 
eredit for 5000/., to the newly appointed agents of the company in Oaxaca, 
which they immediately availed themselves of, to the extent of 3000/., the 
proceeds of which had been received at Oaxaca, prior to the date of the ad- 
vices from thence, to the 18th of February, received by the last Mexican 
mail. 

The directors also lost no time in forwarding to Oaxaca, the machinery 
for the gold pan amalgamation, and the stores so particularly recommended in 
Mr. Kurtz’s and Mr. Obicini’s letters, and provided for in the estimates ; 
and they have the satisfaction of reporting, that the last Mexican mail brought 
advices that the machinery and stores had safely arrived at Vera Cruz, and 
forwarded to the mines prior to the 5th of March last. 

Mr. Kurtz also, immediately after the meeting, was dispatched to Ger- 
many, for the purpose of engaging a mining engineer and two mining car- 
penters, whom he wished to take with him to the mines, in order to assist 
him in his fature operations. These individuals having been engaged, em- 
barked with Mr. Kurtz, at Hamburgh, on board the Emma, Captain Siir- 

msen, the latter end of October, and sailed from that port on the 10th of 

ovember last. The long prevalence of contrary winds and bad weather, 
having compelled the Emma to put into Ramsgate, she did not finally leave 
that port until the 24th of December last. The directors, however, have the 
satisfaction of reporting, that the Emma arrived safely at Vera Cruz, on the 
19th of February, and that Mr. Kurtz and his companions left that place 
for the nines, on the 24th of February, in excelleat health ; so that, as the 

«season was favourable, there is every reason to expect they wonld reach their 
destination by the 10th of March, and that the next advices from the mines 
will. bring advice te that effect. 

Although the long detention which Mr. Kurtz met with, in proceeding to 
his destination, was, no doubt, very much to be regretted; yet, as it was 
unavoidable, it must be submitted to. Moreover, it has not been without 
its advantages, inasmuch as it enabled the directors to carry into effect all 
the preparatory arrangements alluded to in the reports and estimates pre-

the expiration of which, a further supply would be received from hence, by 
means of another credit, for 2500/. (part of the second call, hereafter to be 
alluded to), which was sent out to Messrs. Fenochio and Haaf, by the April 
packet.

RicHarpson being, however, called to the chair, expressed his 
full concurrence in the sentiments of the last speaker, and suggested that 
as the meeting had not the power under the deed to determine any mea- 
sure, that he trusted they would confine themselves to deliberation on the 
subjects which might be submitted to them, while his confidence was by 
no means shaken, as the respectability of the parties concerned was to him 
a sufficient guarantee. He then called on one of those gentlemen who 
had convened the meeting to afford an explanation of the objects for which 
it was held. 
Mr. Bryson, feeling himself called upon to offer an explanation, begged 
to state that he by no means impugned the character of any parties, but 
that in common with others who had been misled, from circumstances 
which he would explain, he felt that it was indispensably necessary the 
present meeting should be called. He then proceeded to remark, that 
having addressed letters to those gentlemen whose names appeared in 
the prospectus, amongst whom were the Earl of Devon, Sir W. S. 
Trelawney, M.P., E. W. W. Pendarves, Esq., M. P., Sir Charles Lemon, 
M.P., J. W. Scott, Esq., M.P., Seymour, Esq., M.P., and 
several other members of Parliament and other gentlemen—fifteen in 
all; he had received letters from several of them, diselaiming any 
connection with the undertaking, while their names did not appear in the 
contract deed as shareholders. This, he contended, was calculated to 
mislead the public, as it was upon the known character and respectability 
of such parties he had been induced to subscribe for shares: he therefore 
felt that that circumstance alone was one of complaint, as the withdrawal 
of those gentlemen from the management had not.been communicated to 
the proprietors. Knowing, as he did, that the company had not only

They are also applying it to the purpose of the 
steam-engine, and I have no doubt, that it will be far more valuable 
than the best bituminous coals, when the proper mode of burning it has 
been discovered. 

Any one who attempts this in Engtand, without first ascertaining the 
progress already made in: America, will only throw away a great portion 
of his time and ingenuity. Professor Nott, of one of the Universities 
there has made many experiments, and taken out many patents for 
stoves, furnaces, and boilers.

ef course, induced all the shareholders present to come to the conclusion 
that the whole of the above-named discoveries were included within the 
limits of the sets granted to the Cornwall Great United Mines ; and many 
of the shareholders then present took up the specimens, and exulted in 
such fine copper being in their sets. 

What, then, will you, Sir, and the public’say, when you are informed,

STANNARIES OF CORNWALL.—VICE-WARDEN’S COURT. 
SITTINGS COMMENCING APRIL 19, 1837. 

Common Law.—A long list of small causes, for debts under 10/., was 
disposed of at these sittings, and a great increase of this class of business 
will, no doubt, take place. The juries were composed of most re- 
spectable and intelligent tradesmen of Truro, and the verdicts, as well as 
the mode in which the business was dispatched by the professional gen+ 
tlemen, appeared to give satisfaction, equally to the judge (Mr. Dampier) 
as to the public. His honour stated, that in future, the course of business 
at each sitting would take place in the following order :— 

1. The small debts (not exceeding 10/.). 

2. The higher order of common law causes, e.g. ; the class. in respect 
of matters not embraced under the head of ‘‘ small debts.”’ 

3. The equity matters. 

These latter his honour proposed to take in the following order :-— 

1. Motions in equity. 

2. Injunctions; to which, asin the high Court of Chancery, a pre- 
ference would be given as the urgency of the case might deem proper for 
the ends of justice. 

3. Hearing of causes on petition—and answer filed. 

4. Demurrers and.pleas, and motions, of course, would be heard daily 
during the sittings, after the conclusion of other matters for the day, which 
would usually end at three o’clock. These arrangements, his honour sug- 
gested, might hereafter be varied, according to the business of the court, 
and as the convenience of the. public and the profession might render ex- 
pedient.. 











EQUITY SIDE. 

Drew v. Browne.—Plaintiff filed his petition on the 19th January 
last ; and at the sittings on the 20th of ths same month, defendant having 
entered an appearance, plaintiff applied for an injunction to restrain the 
defendant and his co-directors and adventurers in Carne Grey mine, from 
removing the engine, machinery, &c. The petition stated, that Carne 
Grey mine was worked by a scrip company; that the plaintiff had sup- 
plied materials’ to the mine between the year 1834 and the latter part of 
1836 ; that a balance of 150/..16s. 4d. was.due to him in respect thereof ; 
that, except as to defendant, Browne, the shareholders, who were nume- 
rous, were unknown to the plaintiff; that Browne was purser, and one of 
five directors, and the only one within the jurisdiction; that the mate- 
rials were supplied as.well on the credit of the engine, tackle, and mate= 
rials on the mine, as on the credit of the defendant. It was then sub- 
mitted, that the plaintiff had a lien for his debt; by the usage of the 
Stannaries, upon the engine, materials; &c., on the mine; and further, 
that defendant admitted such Jien, and that defendant had given a@ lien by 
contraet. It did not appear that plaintiff was an adventurer’in the mine. 
The defendant did not appear on the motion. 

Vice-WarpeNn:—The motion for an injunction in this case, is made 
on the ground that the plaintiff has a lien, which is alleged to prevail in 
the Stannaries of Cornwall, on the engines and machinery of. the. mine, 
for the amount of a debt claimed to be due to the plaintiff for supplies 
made to that mine. It is also moved for on an allegation that the lien 
exists by contract. It is not necessary for me, at this moment; to raise 
any questions as to parties at present on the record; it is.admitted that 
there are other adventurers standing in an equal degree with the defendant. 
It would be premature at present, to say there is a want of parties. The 
defendant does not appear on this motion, he may hereafter come:in and 
allege that there is a want of parties. On this occasion, and in this early 
state of the Court, I shall not myself raise an objection for want of parties, 
It is sufficient thatthe defendant is sworn’ to be a director, and the 
purser of the mine,’ and that he is the only director within the: jurisdics 
tion. At present, no argument can arise as to. the-question of lien by 
the usage of the Stannaries. I am not prepared to say such a lien cannot 
exist—it’ is sufficient that such a principle has been acted upon in the 
Stannaries of Cornwall for a considerable time. In this case the equity 
does not arise from the plaintiff being a partner—that is not alleged. But 
it is stated to me that there is a lien in this Court by the usage—and 
that’ in this case it ’*s claimed under a contract with the defendant. I 
shall, therefore, granc:the injunction as prayed, till. further order of this 
Court. . 

At the present sittings (in April), a petition in the nature of a cross 
petition was filed by Atkinson and others v. Drew and Browne, in which 
the plaintiff stated that they were co-directors with Browne in Carne Grey 
mine, and prayed that they might be made parties defendants with 
Browne, in the original petition of Drew,—and on which petition Drew at 
this Court was in a situation to ask a decree for sale of. the materials, 
Browne not having put in answer, thereby, according to the practice of 
this Court, admitting Drew’s claim and all allegations in his petition. The 
plaintiffs, Atkinson and others, on the cross petition, moved at these sittings 
to be made parties defendants in the original cause, and his honour after 
agreement on the rule to show cause, made an order accordingly, letting 
Atkinson and others, co-directors of Browne, in to be parties defendants in 
the original suit. Upon making this order, his honour intimated a desire 
that the advocates on both sides should, without delay, or waiting for the 
form of raising the ‘question on the pleadings, p to argue the 
question of lien by the usage. This was accordingly argued, and we shalk 
give the report of the same as soon as other matter will admit. 

Similar proceedings took place, with precisely the same results, in the 
following cases :—Drew v. Browne—as to Kerrow mine: Garland and 
others v. Drew and Browne—as to same: and twelve other petitions by 
creditors of Carne Grey and Kerrow mines stood over, in order’ that 
Browne’s co-directors might become parties defendants.

The success which has attended the Mining Journal, and the

107,5501., entered as four different subscriptions, although from the 
same individual. 

The period now appears to have arrived, when we are called upon 
to draw the attention of railway proprietors and our readers to the 
numerous shameless acts of a similar nature, which have been prac- 
tised by the concoctors of several companies, the fact being no- 
torious that signatures were obtained on the payment of from 
2s. 6d. to 5s., and thus a fictitious capital created. We regret 
that amongst the names of those who thus lent themselves to a 
fraud on the Legislature, not to remark on the deception to which 
the public were subjected, we find many who were believed 
to be men of high and independent character. ‘The Press, has of 
late teemed with the reports of Select Committees of the House 
of Commons, while numerous petitions have exposed the plans re- 
sorted to for the accomplishment of the objects of the projectors, 
who, whether jobbing directors, engineers, solicitors, or agents, 
appear in some cases to have lost all sight of honesty or principle,

To return to the subject of the names of parties being sub- 
scribed to the Parliamentary deed for fictitious sums, we may 
observe, that the system has been adopted in this, as well 
as other companies, upon an extensive scale; and it, therefore, 
behoves the bond fide proprietor to consult the list of shareholders, 
with the view of discovering how many are responsible parties ; 
for the cas* may occur, where a measure fraught with public good, 
and of remunerative advantage to the shareholder, may be frus- 
tated, by the inability of parties to pay their proportionate share, and 
thusthe value of the property will become deteriorated, whilethe un- 
certainty prevails as to the final accomplishment of the object ; 
whereas, from the depreciated value of the shares, it may be found 
prudent for certain parties to buy up the shares, and afterwards to 
dissolve the company, and divide the spoil. 

These are considerations, which appear to us to press on the 
shareholders at the present moment; and in infant concerns, too 
much caution cannot be exercised, nor the motives of parties be 
too rigidly investigated. 

Were this the first time that we had felt it our duty to remark 
on passing events, with regard to railway speculations, we should 
be induced to enter more fully into the subject; but it will be 
in the recollection of many, that, months since, we cautioned our 
readers, even at the time that public opinion was opposed to the 
views we entertained. Let us see how far we were then justified, 
and this will be the best test of the importance which may be at- 
tached to our recommendation on the present occasion. 

We have now before us two official documents of the proceed- 
ings in the House of Commons, for the past week, in which, with 
reference to one of the Brighton lines, it is asserted by the peti- 
tioners, that a clerk in the office of one of the solicitors to the 
company had signed for the sum of 30,000/., and that another 
clerk to the same firm had also signed for 15,000/.; he having 
also in like manner, signed the deed of the Deptford and Dover 
Railway for 35,250/. Again it is represented, that several names 
are given of parties (said to be without the means) varying from 
12501. to 30,0001. each—the subscriptions of fourteen parties being 
211,500/.— and further, that a clerk in the service of the secretary 
of the company had signed the deed for 10,750/., and the secre- 
taries of two other railway companies had subscribed for 42,5001/., 
thus making a total of seventeen subscriptions of 264,750/. 

Ere we quit the subject, we cannot but note the proceedings at 
the late meeting of the London and Southampton Railway Com- 
pany, when an exposition of its affairs was made by the chairman, 
which was characterised by that suavity which that gentleman 
ever displays, and which had as we believe the desired effect. But 
with the acknowledgment made on that occasion, that the esti-

How surprised then must 
the shareholders have been, when they were informed, that some 
of the gentlemen, who had allowed their names to be so attached 
to the prospectus, knowing, as they must have done, that, not only 
were these prospectuses extensively issued, but that they were 
daily published in advertisements in the public Journals, had 
subsequently, without any notice on their part, or their colleagues, 
to that portion of the public who had subscribed their capital from 
the confidence reposed in them, retired from the management ; 
having, as was stated, found it prudent to do so, and who, in their 
legislatorial capacity might thus be expected to vote against a mea- 
sure, of which, as members of the provisional committee, the sub-

The considerable and progressive advancement which has taken 
place in mining operations in Ireland, during the past twelve 
months, has naturally excited much attention, not only from the 
large sales of ore, reported in the Swansea ticketting-papers, but 
from the improved mode of working, and the proofs afforded of 
the mineral wealth of that country, as evidenced by the profitable 
returns of several mines. The advantages arising from a cautious 
outlay of capital, must be manifest, not only in a pecuniary point 
of view, but in affording employment to the peasantry, and in. 
ducing a spirit of industry and enterprise, which that country alone 
requires to destroy agitation, and to allay that state of excitement 
which, unhappily, is found to prevail to so great an extent, where 
there is a want of employment. 

Desirable, however, as it may be, in a national ]point of view, 
that the mines of Ireland should be worked extensively, yet we 
are fully sensible, that patriotism_is seldom found to exist, which 
involves with its exercise, an outlay of capital, without a prospective 
return may be fairly contemplated; and, therefore, leaving this 
part of the subject, we shall devote our attention to the advantages 
which have arisen from working mines, thejlarge quantity of pro. 
duce they yield, and the prospects which adventures of this nature 
hold out to the capitalist.

the vein ; these have been our works of most importance for the month.

Gongo Mine, Feb. 1.—Whilst proceeding to furnish you with a recapitulatory 
account of the works performed in this mine, and of the most productive 
places during the past month, we with pleasure refer to the back over the 
fourteen fathom level, west of Duval’s shaft ; these backs have been the most 
productive, and since the 23d ult. the vein there has been very rich (new 
ground) ; the stuff drawn from thence and carried to the stamps, has also 
given a good produce. The south vein, in the bottom of the twenty-seven 
fathom level west of Lyons’ shaft, has occasionally produced a little gold for 
the washing house, and the stuff from thence has proved rich at the stamps 
also (new ground). The end of the fourteen fathom level, west of Duval’s 
shaft, has been exteaded about two fathoms ; the vein there looks kindly and 
produces a good sample of gold : the twenty-one fathom level, west of the same 
shaft, has been extended about five fathoms four feet ; here no alteration has 
taken place, the vein continues poor (both new ground). The workings in 
the back of the forty-eight fathom level, eastof Gibson’s shaft, have been holed 
to the forty-one north level ; these workings proved poor, and are for the pre- 
sent suspended (new ground). The backs over the forty-one fathom level, on 
the old north vein at Curtis’s and Gibson’s shafts (new ground) have been 
regularly worked in order to rise stuff for the stamps, and for the same pur- 
pose we have continued to clear staff from the old workings en the south 
vein, over the twenty-seven fathom level, at Aveline’s shaft: The stuff from 
these places has been poor during the month, producing a little gold only at 
the stamps. Inthe former part of the month we extracted a little gold for 
the washing-house, from the new north mine, in the back of the twenty-one 
fathém level (sew ground) at Aveline’s shaft, and at the same time some 
stuff from thence which yielded a little gold at the stamps, but since the 8th 
ult. we have been obliged to suspend our workings there, owing to the 
breaking in of the level (twenty-one) under the backs, which required the 
labour of several miners since that time to repair and new timber it. It now 
being in some degree repaired, we yesterday began workiog again on the 
vein ; it is not rich, but we expect the stuff (as-formerly) will produce a little 
gold at the stamps. In the beginning of last month we extended the south 
mountain cross-cut about twe fathoms, when we were obliged to stay our 
operations there for want of men. In addition to the stuff drawn from the 
mine, we have carried to the different sets of stamps, several hundred tons of 
jacotinga, formerly deposited on the surface of the mine in various places ;

Se- 
veral fathoms of Vesey’s shaft have-been repaied during the month. 

P.S. The vein in the back of the fourteen, west of Duval’s shaft, has con- 
tinued hitherto to produce gold for the washing-house, and the south vein, in 
the bottom of the twenty-seven fathom level, west of Lyons’ shaft, has also 
yielded a little gold since the date of the foregoing letter. The rise over the 
twenty-one fathom north level, west of Lyons’ shaft, is holed to the surface. 
On the 3d inst. we commenced a rise in the back of the fourteen fathom level, 
west of Duval’s shaft ; this rise is to be holed to the workings over that level 
for the purpose of ventilation and convenience in clearing stuff, and during 
the interim the fourteen end must remain idle. Owing to the decay of tim- 
ber, Stokes’ shaft on the 7th inst. fell in; itis completely ruined, even to the 
surface ; this we consider to be of little consequence, it having been for a 
long time out of use. 

Rio de Janeiro, Feb. 22.—We had this honor on the 8th inst., the Spey 

and General Broek have arrived since; and your dispatches by them 
shall be noticed on the return of the former, by which the rest of the miners 
who came down with the gold take their passage.

Cocaes, Jan. 28.—No alteration whatever has taken place in the ground, 
in the bottom of M‘Donnell’s shaft, our progress in sinking, therefore, con- 
tinues very slow, greater expedition in this work is very necessary, and to effect 
it we fear we shali be obliged to have recourse to gunpowder, this will subject 
us to some little risk, as the metal in our brass working pump is only half an 
inch thick, and ill adapted to stand any severe blow which may arise from 
the blgsting of holes. This circumstance only has prevented us from re- 
sorting to it before, but every precaution shall be taken to prevent, if pos- 
sible, any ill consequences arising from it.

Morro das Almas, Jan, 30 and 31,—We have finished placing a new hand- 
pwmp into the workings during these two days, and commenced lifting the 
water from below the horizon of the new side level. The quantity of water 
to be still taken out from the works, I estimate at about 270,000 gallons, 
besides the water which continually comes forth from the auriferous bed, 
about six gallons perminute. We are lifting about thirteen gallons in aminute, 
therefore, only seven gallons are removed from the old stock, this would 
amount, including oceasional hindrances, to about 10,000 gallons per diem, 
and occupy twenty-seven days to drain the whole of the works. I expect, 
however, that we shall be able to do it in a shorter period, having new pumps 
in use and some new ones to spare for the same purpose. 

Feb. 1.—The south end of our side level is proceeding slow, in consequence 
of the bad state of air they are scarcely able to keep their lights, particularly 
where several people are working, for the removal of the stuff broken in the 
end, and I ‘apprehend we shall ultimately be obliged before ‘‘holing ’’ to 
place in an air-machine ; the north end of this level is getting on well, al- 
though the ground is alternately more troublesome to break than it is wished 
for; we have prolonged the tramroad in the main level towards the mouth, 
and expect to finish it to the square or platform near the stamps, in the 
course of next week. 

Feb. 2.—We have finished to-day the repair and alterations of the ten 
head-stamps, and recommenced stamping: the stuff broken in the Ricardo 
mine, where we have stationed from three to four negroes, for the explora- 
tion of that parallel bed. The three lines as far as we have pursued them 
are rich but very small, so that a great body of stuff from the unproductive 
part of the schistus must be extracted along with the lines, in order to make 
it spacious enough for work.ng, and, therefore, the whole mass is submitted 
to the stamps. This mode, I find more expeditious than separating the ore 
of the rich lines when broken, which would be attended with difficulty, by 
the application of negroes, who are unacquainted with the natare of the ore, 
and mode of separating it from the schistus in the mine. 

Feb, 3.—Our pumps are working well, we have now lifted the water to a 
depth of seventeen feet from its original stand, and there remains about six 
fathoms of depth more to be taken out, which we may aecomplish in about 
three weeks. The side level in both ends is going on without interruption, 
the sounding is very clear, and it would appear ‘‘holing”’ will take place 
every moment, but there are still nearly six fathoms to be got through. 

Feb. 6.—The bad state of air in the south end of the side level having be- 
come worse, we commenced putting in an air-machine—air-pipes, we have 
found natural ones in the woods, taken from a species of tree hollow in its 
centre, exceedingly well adapted to the purpose; and as air-machine itself, we 
shall use one of the pair of hand bellows sent out from London; I expect, 
therefore, that we shall not suffer any interruption on account of delay from 
want of air. The pumps are continuing in their duty, we have got to the 
depth of twenty feet. 

Feb. 7.—We have commenced repairing and re-opening an old water-set, 
on the south boundary of the property, for carrying water to the new engine- 
wheel, this leat has already been opened three quarters of a league in length 
by the former owner, but a short piece is now commencing to complete it, and 
the rest already opened to be brought into better condition; a short tunnel, on 
the height of the hill through which this leat passes, is likewise to be re- 
opened, having fallen in in some parts during the lapse of time in which it 
had not been in use. 

Feb. 8—Our new contrivance of am air-machine is at work since this 
morning, and we soon got sufficient sound air for the workmen and lights ; 
we have, therefore, sustained no interruption in our proceedings in this end 
of the level.

Cata Branca, Feb. 8.—My last was under date the 14th ult., I now beg 
to hand you the captain’s report for January, and proceed to explain, so as 
to make our position more clear to you, such parts thereof as I think require 
it. You must be fully aware of the two principal points I have had in view, 
namely, the reaching, as quickly as possible, the spot at the end of the deep 
or Gongo level, left, when richest, by Major Lage, in consequence of the dif- 
ficulties of the ground; and of prosecuting the search by Lage’s level, after 
certain arches stated to have been left standing, and farther proving the beds 
at that horizon. In my letter of July 4., I led you to hope,as I myself de- 
cidedly did, that three to four months would accomplish the first, and a 
shorter period the second. That it has not been so, I can only plead in de- 
fence, the widely different state in which the ground has been found, in both 
levels, to what, from the best information, could have been anticipated. In 
the column of remarks, in the captaiu’s report, I have put the total from 
commencement, by which you will see what has been, and what remains to 
be done; in the deep level and shaft. I think twelve fathoms, made good in 
the latter, may fairly be reckoned upon. As even this, however, would run 
us over the time allowed for trial some two or three months, it became ne- 
cessary that I should at once endeavour to secure an extension of it. I im- 
mediately addressed Mr. Francisco de Paula Santos upon the subject, who, 
entering fully into my views, at once proceeded with his customary zeal, and 
I am happy to say, succeeded in securing a further term of six months. It 
is right I should here draw your attention to this additional proof, given by 
the owners of the property, of their firm belief of its value, as also the 
liberality displayed by them in thus abiding by the spirit rather than the let- 
ter of the original contract. In Lage’s level we have cut the celebrated red 
bed in three places, but found only the old timbering. The lode had been 
extracted. ing much inconvenienced from want of air, it became neces- 
sary to hole to an old shaft, before we could commence driving upon the run 
of the vein. In this work much difficulty has been encountered, from the 
wretchedly crushed state of the shaft, but, I am glad to say, a posteript to 
€aptain Scott’s dispatch, just received, announces their having holed there, 
and to. a leary of two to three fathoms in the deep level, so that, in both 
places, we may hope to make more speed. In the latter you must bear in 
mind, that the hard bar has not yet been reached. I am merely waiting your 
dispatches by the December packet to start for Conceicgao.

Conceigao. Feb. 2.—The following is a statement of the work done during 
the past month :—No. 6, deep level, cleared twelve fathoms ; No. 7, upper 
level, cleared five fathoms; No. 9, shaft, cleared ten fathoms, and driven 
three fathoms ; No. 10, Paula Santo’s shaft, sunk five fathoms. 

Remarks.—No. 6.—Total cleared from mouth of level, 157 fathoms, to be 
cleared, 93, making 250 fathoms, from the mouth to the lode. On the 16th 
January, I applied another Englishman in each corps, in place of a negro, 
but, as yet, we have not apparently obtained that advantage which we were 


led to expect from this change, and which I am at a loss to account for, as ‘ 


the attle is now entirely jacotinga. 

No. 7.—In this level, seeing no of clearing the old workings 
above the attle, which you directed to have run down, it still continuing run- 
ning, and bringing large quantities of foul air with it, I had the opening 
closed and secured, after clearing away the heap, and clearing out and ad- 
vancing the cross-cut to the left about two fathoms. On the 27th of Janu- 
ary; 2ve commenced driving to meet the party from No. 9.° 

No. 9.—On the 26th January this was discontinued to be sunk, and the 
men were employed to drive, in order to hole to the cross-cut in the upper 
level, No. 7. On the 28th, the appearance of the ground entirely altered to 
jacotinga, lying above the former formation. 

No. 10.—As soon as the party of miners from England arrived, this shaft 
was recommenced, the part formerly sunk timbered up, and, after having 
sunk a few feet, entered into the jacotinga formation, which has continued 
up to this date. About twelve fathoms have been sunk in this shaft, leaving 
ixty more to sink.

We think such a statement ag 
this ought to be generally known, as it establishes the fact, that, é 
gold may diminish at the Bank of England, it does not follow that it ig 
sent out of the country, Our informant believes, indeed, that the amount 
of gold in the country is very great. Our private correspondent bears out 
this last statement so far as respects the metropolis.—Leeds Mercury. 

ExpertMent on THE Hayte Rattway.—On Wednesday week,the 
locomotive engine, called the ‘‘ Pendarves;’’ ing to the Hayle Rail.

Of the vast utility of 
the improvement no doubt can be entertained ; especially at-the very mo- 
ment when, notwithstanding the anxiety of the mercantile world for Ame 
rican intelligence, the sailing packets have been detained. by contrary, 
winds, in sight of the English shores, a longer period than’ might hare 
sufficed for the whole voyage. One ship, during the recent easterly winds, 
it is said, was detained in soundings no less than thirty-five days; the tip 
from Liverpool to New York has often been effected ‘in thirteen.—Me 
chanics’ Magazine.
